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FOREWORD 


The Fruit Tree and Grape Census is conducted in Ontario every five years through 
the joint efforts of the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food and the Ontario 
Tender Fruit Producers' and Grape Growers' Marketing Boards. Data for the 
census are collected from all commercial growers by mail questionnaire. Every 
effort is made by those involved to make this report as complete as possible. 


The results of the 1986 Census are being published in three parts and an effort has 
been made to include as much informative and timely material as possible for the 
various crops. This publication presents the number of grape vines reported in the 
census; another publication will deal with tender fruit and a third with apples. We 
trust that growers will find this report of value in deciding future plantings and 
also that industry personnel responsible for making crop forecasts will find this an 
up-to-date base for predictions. 


The 1986 Grape Census was mailed out and collected through the Ontario Grape 
Growers! Marketing Board. The Economics and Policy Coordination Branch of 
OMAF was responsible for the tabulation of Census schedules and preparation of 
statistical tables. It is believed that the statistics presented are a realistic 
picture of the status of the grape industry in the province. 


In this report, reference is made to the 1966 through 1981 censuses. Wherever 
possible, the format established in 1966 and followed in later years is followed 
again in 1986 to facilitate direct comparisons. 


For purposes of this census, the Province is divided into the following three 
districts. 


1. NIAGARA DISTRICT - Regional Municipalities of Niagara, Hamilton- 
Wentworth (south of Hwy. 99), and old Haldimand county. 


2. SOUTHWESTERN ONTARIO DISTRICT - Counties of Brant, Oxford, Perth, 
Wellington, Elgin, Middlesex, Kent, Lambton, Essex, Huron, old Norfolk, and 
the Regional Municipality of Waterloo. 


3. EASTERN AND CENTRAL ONTARIO DISTRICT - Counties of Frontenac, 
Lennox and Addington, Hastings, Prince Edward, Northumberland, 
Peterborough, Victoria, and the Regional Municipalities of Durham, York, 
Peel, Halton, and Hamilton-Wentworth (North of Hwy. 99). 


Appreciation is expressed to the Ontario Grape Growers' Marketing Board staff 
for their extensive assistance in collecting the data from growers and also to the 
grape growers who took time to accurately complete and return the census 
questionnaire. This census can only be as complete and accurate as the 
cooperation received from growers. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE GRAPE GROWING INDUSTRY 1981 - 1986 


GRAPE PRODUCTION HIGHLIGHTS 


Grape production continues to increase, 
with 1986 exhibiting the second largest 
Crop tom frecordet’ [heriive syeanwaverace 
production for 1977 to 1981 was 69,063 
tons and by the period 1982 to 1986 the 
five year average had increased to 77,518 
tons. #@A? «record: wot 2}90,0S7/a7tonsewas 
established in 1984. The demand for White 
Hybrid and Vinifera grapes due to 
preference for white varietal table wines 
documented in the 1981 Census continues, 
and increased plantings of white grapes in 
1986 were again documented. 


The substantial increase in production from 
1981 to 1986 was due partly to increased 
plantings and partly to a series of winters 
that were fairly favourable without the 
extremes of cold. Furthermore, there 
were no serious crop losses to either early 
fall or late spring frosts. 


The past five years were characterized by 
3 consecutive years of large’ grape 
surplases, ate33,01 ..'P1,910) “andviz0,262 
tons of grapes in the years 1984 to 1986, 
respectively. Among the reasons for these 
large surpluses are shifts in consumer 
tastes and the fairly free movement of 
foreign grapes and wines to Canadian 
markets. The Agricultural Products Board 
of Agriculture Canada, in cooperation with 
the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food and the grape growers shared in a 
Surplus Program to purchase these grapes. 

These ‘purchases )"g0° Sintomestorage?) as 
processed product, and are sold by the 
Ontario Grape Growers! Marketing Board 
(OGGMB), acting as an agent for the 
Agricultural Products Board. Net costs of 
the program are shared equally between 
the federal and provincial governments and 
the growers. The most recent surpluses 
(for 1986) occurred largely in the Catawba, 
De Chaunac, Delaware, Dutchess, Elvira, 
LeCommandant, Marechal Foch, and 
Ventura varieties. The surpluses of 1984 
and 1985 have been sold. More than 60% 
of the surplus of 1986 is sold. 


Ontario grapes for processing are sold by 
classes at prices established through 
negotiation between the OGGMB, the Wine 


Council of Ontario, and the Ontario Food 
Processors' Association. Classes |-4a are 
predominantly labrusca types and classes 
5-10 are French Hybrid, American Hybrid 
and Vinifera, generally used for table wine 
production. According to the OGGMB, the 
following is the tonnage of the main grape 
varieties used for processing in 1981 and 
1986:

Purchases of Classes 1-4 grapes increased 
by 5.3% from 1981 to 1986 with most of 
the upswing occurring in the varieties 
Elvira and Catawba (Table 1). Purchases 
of Concords declined by over 20%. While 
purchases of grapes in Classes 5-10

the block at Vineland Station is at 4.8 
hectares. 1986 saw the partial removal of 
those varieties in low demand, mainly 
Labrusca and Red French Hybrid varieties. 
The COPI block continues to be monitored 
by the Integrated Pest Management 
Program and administered jointly through 
the assistance of Agriculture Canada and 
the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. 


GRAPE MARKETING 


The farm value of the 1984 crop of grapes 
sold for processing set a record high of 
almost $31 million. While the average 
price (per Won’ for thes LIS6, Crop gissethe 
lowest since 1981 at $358, the total value

million. The 1986 production of grapes at 
85,142 tons was well above the 1981-1985 
average of 74,526 tons. 


With the exception of the 1983 crop, 
purchases by wineries have been fairly 
Stagnant since 1981 at 35,000 to 39,000 
tons, but significantly lower than the 
44,000 to 48,000 ton pace of 1978 to 1980. 


Sales of Ontario wines in Canada have 
fluctuated very little in the past five 
years, and currently stand at just over 10 
million gallons (Table 2). While 1986 sales 
in Ontario are | million gallons higher than 
in 1981, there has been a decline in sales 
since 1983. As of 1984, sales of imported 
wines in Ontario have surpassed locally 
produced wines. 


TRADE 


Imports of fresh grapes into Ontario have 
been fairly steady since 1982 at 92,000 to 
100,000 tons, a level 15,000 tons above the 
1981 figure. Ontario imports of grapes 
from Chile have almost doubled since 1981, 
and Spanish imports are becoming 
Significant. Canadian imports totalled 
175,000 tons in 1986, with over 22,000 tons 
accounted for by Chile. U.S. grapes 
currently comprise 85 and 73 percent of 
fresh grape imports to Ontario and the rest 
of Canada, respectively (Table 4).

GRAPE VINE CENSUS 


The Grape Vine Census has been conducted 
every > years: as. “Of FID I- ln osG 
questionnaires were mailed to all 
commercial grape producers’ in the 
province through the Ontario Grape 
Growers' Marketing Board in late June. 
The forms were returned to the Board for 
verification, and then sent to the 
Economics and Policy Coordination Branch 
of the Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food for compilation, tabulation, and 
analysis. 


The response rate to this year's Census was 
consistent with previous years, and year to 
year comparisons of vine numbers should 
be fairly reliable. 


While the number of operators growing 
grapes for commercial purposes decreased 
from 1,063 in 198! to 1,031 in 1986, “the 
number of vines grown has in fact 
increased by 4.5 percent (Tables 5 & 6). 
The varieties with the greatest increase 
since 1981 are Vidal 256 (up 374 percent), 
SV 23-512 (up 237 percent), and Vee Blanc 
(up 150 percent). Major declines occurred 
in Verdelet (down 62 percent), L'Aligote 


(down 59 percent), Van Buren (down 52 
percent), and Chelois (down 48 percent). 
The most abundant vine variety grown in 
the province is Concord (21.8 percent of 
total), Elvira has taken over from De 
Chaunac as the second most. popular 
variety (8.3 percent), while De Chaunac 
accounts for 7.9 percent of total. 


The rapid increase in vine numbers of the 
white French hybrid cultivars, Seyval 
Blanc, SV 23-512, and Vidal exhibited in 
the 1976 to 1981 period has continued. 
These three cultivars now total 2.3 million 
vines, a 123.3. percent increase-over 1931. 
The number of Aurore vines has dropped by 
ZAgepercentam and thegskrench hybrid, 
Verdelet, continues its rapid decline. 
Among the red French hybrids, both Foch 
and De Chaunac declined by about 14 
percent, while Baco Noir continued strong 
growth. 


The major white vinifera cultivars, Pinot 
Chardonnay and J. Riesling increased from 
471,000 vines in 1981 to 821,000 vines in 
1986 (up 74 percent). The red vinifera, 
Gamay, maintained its upward trend. 


Analysis of vine distribution by region 
shows that Southwestern Ontario is slowly 
becoming significant for commercial grape 
production (Table 7). The number of vines 
grown in Southwestern Ontario in the years 
1976, 1981, and 1986 has grown from | to 3 
to 3 percent respectively. Total vine 
numbers have increased by 80 percent in 
the last 5 years to 714,000. Vine numbers 
in Central and Eastern Ontario have more 
than tripled in the last 5 years, although 
commercial grape production in these 
regions is still insignificant. 


The age distribution of grape vines in the 
province (Table 8), shows that the 1-3 year 
group accounts for only 11.8 percent of 
total vines, a significant drop from the 
16.4 percent share in 1981. While this age 
group accounts for only 10.9 percent of 
vines in the Niagara district (Table 9), 29 
percent of vines in the Southwestern 
district fall into that category (Table 10). 
The major shift in vine varieties in the 
Southwestern District has been’ the 
proliferation of @J. Riesling-s Over: 50 
percent of these vines are | to 3 years old, 
andetivisa cultivar accounts “for 29 per- 
cent of the total vines in the district.
